REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art searched did not produce any results disclosing, a modular patient 
care system disclosing, inter alia, a plurality of modules, a hinge connector pair, a latch 
mechanism comprising a first part connected to the first module and a second part 
connected to the second module, the second part being capable of springably securing 
to the first part when forced into the first part, means for releasing the second part for 
the first part, a guide mechanism separate from the hinge connector pair and the latch 
mechanism and located therebetween, the guide mechanism for discouraging off-axis 
engagement of the first and second modules and for providing mechanical stability for 
the first and second modules when engaged; wherein the means for releasing is spaced 
away from the first portion of the second module a distance sufficient to prevent a hand 
gripping the first portion from also activating the releasing means.
